SYNOPSIS 


On Wednesday, March 25, 2015, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of 
Lieutenant Richard Harpham, Sergeants Chad Smeltzer and Carlos Ybarra responded 
to an incident command post regarding an on-duty hit shooting. The command post 
was established by South Los Angeles Station personnel. The shooting resulted in the 
death of Suspect Victor Daniel Terrazas. On July 28, 2015, the case was reassigned to 
IAB Sergeant Nader Chahine. 


Detective Sergeant Troy Ewing and Detective Theodor Baljet from the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
homicide investigation. For further information regarding the homicide investigation 
refer to the Homicide case book, under URN 015-02640-0372-011 [EXIBIT A]. 


On March 25, 2015, at 0113 hours Witness ШЕШШ the 9-1-1 ne told 


the dispatcher an unknown person was shot outside her house. Witness 

described the suspect (later identified as Suspect Terrazas) as an African American 
male, wearing black pants and red sweatshirt, with a “big gun.” Witness EEE stated 
Suspect Terrazas walked away in the alley toward Vermont Avenue. The call was 
updated to advise responding units of the information. 


On March 25, 2015, at hours (shift start), South Los Angeles Station Deputies 
and were assigned to work the EM shift (Unit 31/E, a 
two man car). As they were patrolling the vicinity of Jesse Owens Park, a call for 


service was voiced over the radio. At approximately 0114 hours the dispatcher voiced 
for South Los Angeles units to respond to ey for a 245GSV 
(gunshot victim) call. 
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IAB note: During the 9-1-1 call, the South Los Angeles dispatcher kept 
Witness ШИ on the line until deputies arrived on scene [EXHIBIT В]. 


Deputies NS anc EY began coordinating the call [EXHIBIT A, 
Tag 7 on Page 213]. They asked via radio (L-TAC frequency), for units to 927C (check 
the area), for Suspect Terrazas. Upon arriving on scene Deputy EE immediately 
voiced a crime broadcast of Suspect Terrazas’s description to assisting units. At one 
minute and sixteen seconds (1:16) into the crime broadcast, Deputies Swanson and 
8 (Unit 32А) requested the duplex patch and advised of a deputy involved shooting 
with Suspect Terrazas, who is described in the broadcast [EXHIBIT C]. 


Deputy Lawrence Swanson told IAB investigators he and Deputy И 
responded to the call and began checking the area for Suspect Terrazas. As Deputy 

drove past the alley, Deputy Swanson looked south and observed Suspect 
Terrazas holding a shotgun in his right hand. Suspect Terrazas was walking 
southbound in the alley with his back to them. Deputy Swanson advised Deputy BEE] 
of his observations and told him to stop the patrol vehicle (see pages 6 through 8 of 
Deputy Swanson’s IAB transcript). 


Deputy Swanson and [i exited their patrol vehicle and approached the mouth of the 
alley. Deputy Swanson took cover at the mouth of the alley and pointed his service 
weapon at Suspect Terrazas, illuminating him with a light mounted atop his firearm. 
Suspect Terrazas looked over his right shoulder by turning his head and looking at 
Deputy Swanson. Deputy Swanson yelled at Suspect Terrazas to drop the weapon. 
Suspect Terrazas ignored the order, as he immediately spun to the right and fired 
(Deputy Swanson believes Suspect Terrazas fired two or three times, (see page 5 of 
Deputy Swanson’s homicide transcripts), at Deputies Swanson and ШШШ Deputy 
Swanson saw the muzzle flash and the force of the shotgun blast coming down the 
alleyway shook Deputy Swanson’s body. Feeling shocked and terrified, Deputy 
Swanson returned fire with his service weapon (Smith & Wesson M&P 9mm 
semiautomatic pistol, fired five rounds) and continued reassessing, until he saw 
Suspect Terrazas fall to the ground (see pages 8 through 10 of Deputy Swanson’s 
IAB transcript). 


Deputies Swanson and [Hetained Suspect Terrazas at gunpoint. Deputy Swanson 
broadcasted (at approximately 0125 hours) that they were involved in deputy involved 
shooting and Suspect Terrazas was armed with a shotgun. Deputy Swanson requested 
additional units and an airship to respond to their location. Deputy Swanson advised 
the responding deputies that Suspect Terrazas was “down” but still armed with a 
shotgun [refer to Deputy Swanson’s emergent radio traffic, EXHIBIT С]. 


Deputy Swanson told homicide detectives, once assisting units arrived, he began 
assembling an arrest team to approach Suspect Terrazas, to take him into custody and 
to render any necessary medical aid (see page 5 of Deputy Swanson’s homicide 
transcript). 
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Deputy Swanson told IAB investigators he designated the deputies’ jobs on the arrest 
team and gave them specific instructions as what their responsibilities were. The 
following is the list of the deputies’ duties on the arrest team: 


1. Deputy EJ was designated as patrol rifle #1 (M-4 Carbine, referred 
to as the AR-15), because of his prior military experience, tenure at the station, 
and dependability. Since the suspect was armed with shotgun, his duties as a 
lethal option was long distance cover. 


2. Deputy Cesar Valiente was designated as patrol rifle #2 (M-4 Carbine, 
referred to as the AR-15), because of his prior military experience. His duties 
as a lethal option was long distance cover. 


3. Deputy НИ was designated as Remington 12 gauge shotgun, to 
match the suspects fire power and as a useful option within the close range 
distance. 


4. Deputy Matthew Thompson was designated the shield, to provide cover as the 
deputies moved down the alley and approached the suspect for rescue or arrest. 


5. Deputy Joshua Short was designated the shield, to provide cover for the 
deputies as they moved down the alley. 


6. Deputy Scott Salvatore was designated the TASER, to be utilized as a less 
lethal option in taking the suspect into custody. 


7. Deputy НИ was designated the stun bag, to be utilized as less lethal 
option from a distance the TASER could not reach. 


8. Deputy И was designated the hands on deputy, because of his 
size, strength, and experience as a fighter. His duties were to control the 
suspect's hands and handcuff him, and also control the weapon. 


9. Deputy НИ was designated the hands on deputy, because of his 
size and being experience as a fighter. His duties were to control the suspect's 
hands and handcuff him and also control the weapon. 


10.Deputy Stephen Johns was designated the hands on deputy, his responsibility 
was to grab the suspects weapon and control it. 


(For more information on the assignments: see pages 11 through 13 
of Deputy Swanson’s IAB transcripts). 
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Deputy Swanson told IAB investigators һе devised а plan utilizing his arrest team 
(Sergeant Robert Chism was present on scene and agreed with the plan), with 
several different contingencies, depending on Suspect Terrazas actions. Also since 
Suspect Terrazas had showed no sign of life, while the plan was being formulated, 
deputies needed to go down the alley and render medical aid (see pages 13 and 14 of 
Deputy Swanson’s IAB transcript). 


IAB note: Although, Deputies Swanson and [were involved in the first 
deputy involved shooting, they were both utilized on the arrest/rescue 
team. Sergeant Chism felt he needed sufficient personnel at the scene, due 
to the uncertainty of Suspect Terrazas’ condition and his intent. Sergeant 
Chism felt confident in the abilities of deputies Swanson and J, as they 
both appeared to be stable as they stayed involved as the incident evolved. 
Sergeant Chism felt Deputy Swanson was tactically sound, due to having 
recently completed SWAT training. Sergeant Chism allowed him to give 
direction, as Sergeant Chism conferred with him throughout the incident 
(see pages 8 through 10 of Deputy Chism’s IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Swanson told IAB investigators the two shield deputies (Thompson and Short) 
led the arrest team down the alley for cover. The deputies designated with lethal 
weapons (ШШ аепе, and ИШ walked behind the shield deputies. The 
deputies designated with the stun bag and Taser and Salvatore) walked behind 
the lethal deputies. The hands on deputies ( , and Johns) walked 
behind the less lethal deputies. The marked Chevrolet Tahoe (driven by Sergeant 
Chism) was used for the arrest team to walk along the driver's side. The Tahoe was 
also utilized for cover and a rally point, should one be needed. Deputies [and 
Swanson stayed behind the arrest team, as they made their approach down the alley. 
The airship was above as the arrest team made their approach down the alley. 


IAB note: The arrest/rescue team took approximately five to seven 
minutes formulating the plan, prior to making their approach of 
Suspect Terrazas. 


Deputy Swanson told IAB investigators there was no alternative tactical plan not to walk 
down the alley along the driver's side of the marked Chevrolet Tahoe into the danger 
area. Deputy Swanson felt if they, would have waited for other resources, such as 
Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB), Suspect Terrazas would had died in the alley. 
They had been there for several minutes and Suspect Terrazas had showed any sign of 
life, after giving multiple PA Commands from our vehicle and from the deputies. Deputy 
Swanson had aero come down to a low hover over Suspect Terrazas and give 
commands. Deputy Swanson thought the wind and wash from the rotor blades would 
have some effect on Suspect Terrazas in the alley. However, Suspect Terrazas never 
moved and showed no signs of life. Believing that Suspect Terrazas’ was dying in the 
alley, Deputy Swanson felt obligated to perform a rescue. 


Deputy Swanson explained the situation to the field supervisor, Sergeant Chism, who 
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was оп scene, and he agreed with the rescue. Sergeant Chism did in fact agree with 
the plan (see pages 13 through 16 of Deputy Swanson's IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Swanson told homicide detectives once the arrest team made their approach 
and they got within 15 to 20 feet of Suspect Terrazas, he heard aero announce that 
Suspect Terrazas was moving. Deputy Swanson also heard numerous deputies on the 
arrest team say Suspect Terrazas' was moving. Deputy Swanson directed, Deputy 

to give verbal commands to Suspect Terrazas to show his hands. After several 
commands were given, by Deputy |, Suspect Terrazas’ failed to comply. Deputy 
Swanson directed Deputy to deploy the stun bag rounds at Suspect Terrazas’ to 
gain compliance. Deputy| fired two rounds from the stun bag, striking Suspect 
Terrazas. Shortly after Deputy Swanson heard aero advised the suspect was reaching 
for his gun, Deputy Swanson heard a burst of gunfire come from the deputies on the 
arrest team. Deputy Swanson advised over the radio (at approximately 0137 hours) of 
secondary deputy involved shooting. After re-assessing the arrest team, subsequently 
handcuffed Suspect Terrazas (see pages 5 and 6 of Deputy Swanson’s homicide 
interview). Deputy Swanson told IAB investigators there was not anything he could 
have done to avoid shooting Suspect Terrazas. Because Suspect Terrazas intended to 
kill them, “just like he killed his female counterpart that evening and no doubt that he 
would have killed us had we not returned fire” (see page 20 of Deputy Swanson’s IAB 
transcripts). 


Deputy [J told |AB investigators he stopped his patrol vehicle 15 to 20 feet, from the 
mouth of the alley facing eastbound. He exited his patrol vehicle and positioned himself 
behind Deputy Swanson at the mouth of the alley (east side). Deputy Swanson had his 
gun pointed at Suspect Terrazas and gave him commands. Once Deputy Б saw 
Suspect Terrazas’ raise his shotgun up to his face, he decided to take position on the 
west side of the alley to avoid any crossfire with Deputy Swanson. As Deputy Ш ran 
to the west side of the alley to take a position, Suspect Terrazas’ fired at them (Deputy 
[HMM believed Suspect Terrazas fired three rounds at them). Deputy [I felt debris 
hit his leg and believed that the shotgun pellets ricocheted off the ground and hit him. 
Once in position on the west side of the alley, Deputy [J immediately checked for 
any blood on himself or if anything had penetrated his skin. Feeling shocked and 
scared, Deputy [J returned fire with his service weapon, as Suspect Terrazas 
continued to engage them in gun fire (Berretta 92FS 9mm semiautomatic pistol, fired 
five rounds), (see pages 7 through 9 of Deputy EM IAB transcripts). 


Deputy [J told IAB investigators he was designated as the stun bag deputy, on the 
arrest team. The arrest team, walked along the driver's side of the Tahoe, using it for 
cover as they entered the alley. The arrest team was in a modified skirmish line, 
because the alley was narrow. As they got closer, Deputy әу Suspect Terrazas’ 
reach over with his left arm for the shotgun. Deputy heard Deputy Swanson and 
aero making commands to Suspect Terazas not to reach for the shotgun. 

Deputy [heard Deputy Swanson say, “Deploy the stun bag, deploy the stun bag.” 
Although fearing for the lives of his partners and himself, Deputy moved forward 
between the two shield deputies, as they opened up for him and fired two rounds from 
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his stun bag shotgun. The non-lethal rounds struck Suspect Terrazas in the ribcage 
area, but had no effect. Suspect Terrazas continued moving even faster and reached 
his arm toward the shotgun (see pages 11 through 14 of Deputy ШШ /AB 
transcripts). 


Deputy [J (designated as the patrol rifle #1) told homicide detectives when they 
were approximately 30 feet of Suspect Terrazas, he started moving. Deputy ll 
made several callouts to Suspect Terrazas not to move or reach for his weapon, but he 
failed to comply (see page 4 of Deputy EE homicide transcripts). 


Deputy Ш told IAB investigators, when Suspect Terrazas was struck by the stun 
bag, it seemed to motivate him to reach faster for his weapon. Afraid and horrified 
Suspect Terrzas was reaching for the shotgun, Deputy fired his M-4 carbine 
weapon (M-4 Carbine, .233 rifle, fired one round), at him (see pages 18 and 19 of 
Deputy IAB transcripts). 


IAB note: According to the Deputy Daily Worksheet [ЕХІВІТ Н], indicated 
Deputy ИШ did not create a log entry in his MDT, post deployment of his 
rifle. 


Deputy Valiente (designated as the patrol rifle #2, M-4 Carbine) told IAB investigators 
he and the arrest team entered the alley in a skirmish line behind the shields, as they 
walked along the driver's side of the Tahoe driven by Sergeant Chism. He saw Suspect 
Terrazas lying motionless face up, with a shotgun near him and the muzzle facing the 
deputies (see pages 12 and 14 of Deputy Valiente’s IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Valiente began clearing an open area on the west side of the alley, once the 
arrest team stopped their approach. He heard one of the deputies and the Aero unit, 
say Suspect Terrazas was moving. Deputy гес two rounds from the stun bag. 
The first stun bag round struck Suspect Terrazas, but had no effect. Suspect Terrazas 
became aggravated by the impact and was struck with the second stun bag round. 
Suspect Terrazas continued moving, as he turned his torso toward the shotgun. 
Suspect Terrazas extended his left arm toward the shotgun. Fearing for the safety of 
his partners and himself, he fired his M-4 carbine (M-4 Carbine, .233 rifle, fired six 
rounds) at Suspect Terrazas. When Deputy Valiente fired at Suspect Terrazas he was 
shoulder to shoulder with Deputy Johns, to his left. The fence line of the alley was to 
Deputy Valiente’s right. Deputy Valiente felt a shell casing from Deputy Johns’ weapon 
hit him while he fired at Suspect Terrazas (see pages 15 through 19 of Deputy 
Valiente’s IAB transcripts). 


IAB note: According to the Deputy Daily Worksheet [EXIBIT I], indicated 
Deputy Valiente did not create log a entry in his MDT, post deployment of 
his rifle. 


Deputy Ш (designated as the Remington 870,12 gauge shotgun) told IAB 
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investigators he saw Suspect Terrazas lying in the alley with the shotgun approximately 
one foot away from him. Suspect Terrazas reached with his right arm and lifted his left 
arm toward the shotgun. Believing Suspect Terrazas was intending to arm himself with 
the shotgun and shoot at them. Deputy гес his shotgun (Remington 870, 12 
gauge shotgun, fired three rounds), until Suspect Terrazas stopped moving. Deputy 
Short stood shoulder to shoulder with Deputy ‘on his left side), during the 
shooting (see pages 14 through 16 of Deputy IAB transcripts). 


IAB note: According to The Weapons Qualification System [EXIBIT С], 
indicated Dept, i, prior 
to the shooting, although he only fired the Remington 870, 12 gauge 
shotgun. 


Deputy Thompson (designated as the shield) told IAB investigators he was holding the 
shield, as he walked down a narrow alley to approach Suspect Terrazas. He walked 
furthest east of the driver’s side of a marked Chevrolet Tahoe, along the alley fence line. 
Deputy [J was shoulder to shoulder with him, to his right (see page 9 of Deputy 
Thompson’s IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Thompson saw Suspect Terrazas lying on his back in the alley. The shotgun 
laid six inches away from him, with the muzzle pointed in the direction of the deputies. 
Suspect Terrazas began to move in the direction of the shotgun. Suspect Terrazas was 
given commands not to move, but he did not comply. Suspect Terrazas was then 
struck with non-lethal rounds, which gave him a “surge of energy.” Suspect Terrazas 
moved quicker and grabbed the shotgun. Fearing for the safety of his partners and 
himself, and the fact that Suspect Terrazas “had shot someone and fired at deputies, 
yeah | was scared,” he fired his service weapon (Sig Sauer 9mm semiautomatic 
pistol, fired eight rounds) at him. Deputy Thompson thought he fired five to seven 
rounds of continuous fire. He assessed after he saw Suspect Terrazas no longer 
leaning to grab the shotgun (see pages 12 and 13 of Deputy Thompson’s IAB 
transcripts). 


Deputy Short (designated as the shield) told IAB investigators the arrest team formed a 
line on the driver's side of the marked Chevrolet Tahoe, facing southbound up against 
the west fence line of the alley. As the arrest team made their approach toward 
Suspect Terrazas. Deputy Short was positioned to the left of Deputy EE, who was 
closest to the driver's side of the Tahoe. Deputy was positioned to the left of 
Deputy Short and Deputy Thompson was to the left of Deputy I. Deputy Short 
estimated the alley to be approximately two car lengths wide (see page 12 and 13 of 
Deputy Short IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Short saw Suspect Terrazas lying in the alley with the shotgun near him and the 
muzzle facing in the direction of the deputies. Deputy Short saw blood coming from his 
clothing around the stomach area. As Deputy Short and the arrest team got closer, 
Suspect Terrazas reached with his right hand toward the shotgun. Deputies Short, 
ШИШ 270 Valiente, made call-outs to Suspect Terrazas not to move, “Don't reach for 
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the gun.” The stun bag was deployed and fired at Suspect Terrazas. The first round 
struck Suspect Terrazas on the right side of his ribcage, but didn't really cause him to 
move. When the second round from the stun bag was fired at Suspect Terrazas, he 
paused for a moment and then rolled over to his right side and swung his left arm 
towards the shotgun. Feeling nervous and anzious, “You know, not really knowing the 
outcome,” he fired his service weapon (Berretta 92Е$ 9mm semiautomatic pistol, 
fired two rounds) twice at Suspect Terrazas. Deputy short was standing between 
deputies Шо his left) and ЙЕ о his right), they stood shoulder to shoulder, 
during shooting (see pages 15 through 18 of Deputy Short IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Johns (designated the hands on deputy) told IAB investigators the arrest team 
entered the narrow alley (10 to 15 feet) along the driver's side of the marked Chevrolet 
Tahoe. The alley starts to widened (approximately 5 feet more), as they walked further 
south toward Suspect Terrazas. Deputy Johns heard someone inform the sergeant to 
stop the Tahoe, in order the clear a 90-degree cut in the alley, just east of them and 
chain-linked fence to the west of them. Once the Tahoe was stopped, Deputy Johns 
and Deputy Valiente cleared the open yard for any potential threats (see pages 10 
through 12 of Deputy Johns IAB transcripts). 


Deputy Johns saw Suspect Terrazas lying in the alley, as Aero was illuminating him with 
their lighting mechanism from above. Deputy Johns heard Aero making call-outs to 
Suspect Terrazas, saying “The Sheriff's Department, don’t move.” Deputy Johns saw 
Suspect Terrazas shotgun lying next to him, with the open muzzle facing in their 
direction. Once Suspect Terrazas made a “diverted” move toward his weapon, he was 
struck with a non-lethal round, which had no effect. Suspect Terrazas continued to 
move, and reached with his right hand toward the trigger area of his weapon. Feeling 
“scared and uncertain what's was going happen,” he fired at Suspect Terrazas with his 
service weapon (Beretta 92FS 9mm semiautomatic pistol, fired two rounds), (see 
pages 14 through 16 of Deputy Johns IAB transcripts and page 10 of his homicide 
transcripts). 


IAB note: According to The weapons Qualification System [EXIBIT Р], 
indicated Deputy Joh: TE, prior tothe 
shooting. During the shooting, Deputy Johns used an 18 round extended 
magazine without prior approval from the Division Chief. 


Deputy I (designated the hands on deputy) told IAB investigators Deputy 
Swanson formulated a tactical plan, which entailed safely going down the alley to check 
on the welfare and render aid to Suspect Terrazas.. When they made their approach 
towards Suspect Terrazas, Deputy saw him lying in the alley, as Aero 
illuminated him. Deputy saw the shotgun east of Suspect Terrazas on the 
ground by his side. Call outs were made to Suspect Terrazas, not to reach for his 
shotgun, but he was did not comply. After the non-lethal rounds were fired at Suspect 
Terrazas, he made a greater effort toward to move the shotgun. Suspect Terrazas 
grasped the shotgun and “took hold of it.” Fearing his partners, civilians, and his life 
were in jeopardy, he fired his service weapon (Smith & Wesson M&P 9mm 
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semiautomatic pistol, fired two rounds). He and Deputy ЖШ approached Suspect 
Terrazas, he removed the shotgun from Suspect Terrazas and passed it back. He and 
Deputy J handcuffed Suspect Terrazas, and immediately notified the paramedics 
to respond to the alley (see pages 10 through 18 of Deputy SEE 1AE 
transcripts). 


Deputy Ш did not believe there was anything he could have done to avoid shooting 
Suspect Terrazas. “Because we have a policy reverence for human life to go down 
there to check on his welfare. | believe we gave a valiant effort to tell him not to reach, 
Aero gave him an effort, we had no other choice, sir” (see page 19 of Deputy 

IAB transcripts). 


Personnel from the Los Angeles County Fire Department (who were staged nearby) 
responded to the alley and pronounced Suspect Terrazas’ dead at the scene (at 
approximately 0145 hours). 


TIMELINE:

e Call assigned to handling Unit 31(Deputies ШШ and ED at 
approximately 0114 hours. 
Unit 31 arrived at approximately 0115 hours. 
Unit 32A (Deputies Swanson and | arrived at approximately 0119 
hours. 

e Unit 31 transmitted crime broadcast at approximately 0124 hours. 

• Unit 32A broadcasted a deputy involved shooting at approximately 0125 
hours. 

• Sergeant Chism arrived at the scene of first deputy involved shooting at 
approximately 0127 hours. 

• Aero advised at approximately 0128 hours they were five minutes away. 

* Los Angeles County Fire was requested to stage at approximately 0129 
hours. 

e Los Angeles County Fire arrived and staged at 102" Street and Vermont 
Avenue at approximately 0131 hours. 

• Aero arrived on scene at approximately 0132 hours. 

• The arrest/rescue team approached Suspect Terrazas at approximately 
0135 hours. 

• Deputy Swanson broadcasted of a second deputy involved shooting at 
approximately 0137 hours. 

• The arrest/rescue team approached Suspect Terrazas and handcuffed him, 
at approximately 0138 hours. 

• Los Angeles County Fire was requested to enter the scene at 
approximately 0138 hours. 
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* Los Angeles County Fire arrived at scene, at approximately 0140 hours. 
* Los Angeles County Fire pronounced Suspect Terrazas’ dead at, 
approximately 0145 hours. 


IAB note: The above listed timeline was determined from the radio 
transmissions. 


Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau detectives documented 
their investigation of the incident in their Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A]. The Los Angeles 
County District attorney's Office reviewed the investigation and authored a Letter of 
Opinion [EXHIBIT B]. The letter reads Deputies Lawrence Swanson, 
Cesar Valiente, ша a Joshua Short, Matthew Thompson, 

ind Stephen Johns, acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others when 


they used deadly force against Victor Terrazas. There would be no further action from 
the District Attorney.
